RUSSIA MUST Nor BE NEGLECTED. 

| [From the St. Louis Post-Dispatch.) 

We have little reliable ttiformation as to the pres- 
ent turmoil in Russia, and we are kept in the dark as 
to what diplomatic steps are being taken there by the 
United States.

“The intelligent peasants, of 
whom Butchkareva is so splendid an 
example; the Socialists, with such lead- 
ers as Krapotkin, Bourtseff, and Phle- 
konoff; the Cossacks, the bourgeois ele- 
ment, and finally the cadets, that mod- 
ern, progressive group of whom Rod- 
gianko, president of the duma,. who 
‘was the first to expose the treachery 
among the czar’s ministers, and Milu- 
koff, his foreign minister, are such con- 
spicuous representatives.
